LIKE A SWARM OF ANTS 
JAPANESE CHARGE HILL. 
They forded the river, across the sands 
and climbed up the steep,’ rocky hill- 
sides like a swarm of ants, their red 
and yellow cap bands gleaming in the 
sun. One soldier in one of these regi- 
ments carried something white with him. 
This was seen and it caused a shout to 
go up that the Japanese had surrendered- 
ed. Buf upon reaching the top of the 
first Russian trench a hundred yards up 
the hillside, this man shook out a Jap- 
anese flag and waved it to and fro. A 
storming party on the west side of the 
advance mounted a hill commanding the 
Russian retreat. Just as the men were 


two Japanese shells’ burst among them. 
They had fallen short. When the smoke 
had cleared away a dozen bodies cOuld be 
seen lying where the shells had exyloded 
and the remainder of the storming party 
were clambering down the hill to escape 
this unexpected fire from their rear. 

The sound of rifle firing soon passed on 
Over the hills ag the Japanese pursued 
the retreating enemy. 

One column of weary soldiers who had 
been almost two days without rest, was 
trudging down the river toward Antuneg, 
where the Japanese gunboats were shell- 
ing the Russian. works. 


HUGE JAPANESE FLAG 
ON THE RUSSIAN WORKS. 
At 9 o’clock a solitary soldier, climbing 
ahead of his comrades, unfurled a huge 


Japanese fiag on the face of the topmost 
Russian fort, on a ridge 1,000 feet above 
the plain. He marched back and forth 
along the parapet, waving the banner, 
and then for the first time, the Japanese 
On the walls of Wiju broke the impassive 
silence with which they had watched the 
battle and shouted ‘‘Banzai!’’ Already 
foot soldiers. batteries and pack trains 
were streaming into the island by every 
road, and tonight the entire Japanese 
army will be in Manchuria. 

Official estimates of the Japanese cas- 
ualties are not given out, but the corre- 
spondent saw 300 Japanese and 70 Rus- 
sian wounded in one field hospital.

TAFT 10 CONTROL 
CANAL BUILDERS 


President Decides on Repulations 
for Panama Commission, 


Commission Will Exercise Executive 
Authority Over the Canalship 
Under Direction and Su- 
pervision of the Sec- 
retary of War. 


Washington, May 9.—President Roose- 

velt held a long conference today with 
Secretaries Hay and Taft and Attorney 
General Knox at which the regulations to 
govern their isthmian canal commission 
were determined on finally. Secretary 
Taft gave a brief resume of their pro- 
visions at the conclusion of the confer- 
ence. While the creation and work of 
the commission is committed by law to 
the president, whose authority in that re- 
gard is practically supreme, the president 
by the regulations directs that the com- 
mission shall exercise its powers under 
the direction and supervision of the sec- 
retary of war. General George W. Davis, 
the army member of the commission, is 
appointed governor of the American zone 
on the isthmus. Until the expiration of 
the fifty-eighth congress, the isthmian 
commission will exercise executive au- 
thority over the American strip. Governor 
Davis is given authority to appoint one 
judge who shall exercise judicial author- 
ity. 

If in the opinion of the commfssioner 
an additional judge is necessary to the 
proper conduct of the judicial work on 
the isthmus the regulations confer on the 
commission authority to appoint him. 

Secretary Taft explained that it mani- 
festly would be impossible for the presi- 
dent in the execution of his duties to 
give that persona] attention to the canal 
work which is absolutely necessary and 
as the war department hitherto has exer- 
cised supervisory control over public, civ- 
il and military works and governmental 
control over the territory dependent upon 
the country, it was deemed advisable 
that the isthmian:-commission should op- 
erate under the direction of the war de- 
partment. Wihat particular bureau of the 
war department the commission will be 
under has not yet been dete1..ined by 
Secretary Taft, but he indicated that it 
might not be the bureau of insular af- 
fairs, which he intimated, already had 
enough work on its hands. 

Under the operation of what is known 
as the dockery law, the auditing of the 
commission's accounts will fal] to the 
duty of the auditor of the state depart- 
ment, but beyond the matter of audit- 
ing, the state department will not be 
charged with any control over the com- 
mission. The commission itself will es- 
tablish an elaborate system of book- 
keeping, through which its accourits may 
be handled very reasonably by the state 
department auditor. The cOmmittee will 
report directly to the secretary of war as 
often as he may direct, upon all phases 
of its operations. It will be umder the 
Same sort of control of the secretary of 
war as is the Philippine commission. All 
directions concerning the operations 
the commission are set out fully in the 
regulation and a recitation is made of all 
the operations leading up to the acquisi- 
tion of the canal property and appoint- 
ment of the commission. The details still 
remain to be worked oft but they are 
largely administrative in nature and are 
not regarded as essential] to the regula- 
tions themselves.

LABOR DECISION 


Men Who Whipped Union 
Organizers Are Set 
Free.

Birmingham, Ala., May 9.—(Special.)— 
Judge Thomas G. Jones, of the United 
States district court, rendered a far- 
reaching decision in the Walker county 
conspiracy case today. Last summer 
Joseph Hattier, organizer of District No, 
20 of the United Mine Workers, and B. 
L, Green, colored, vice president of the 
organization, were assaulted and’ other- 
wise badly treated while they were in 
Walker county on a mission of organizing 
local unions of the United Mine Work- 
ers in Walker county. Hattier was shot 
and Green was subjected to many indig- 
nities by Charles Moore and others who 
were opposed to the organization. 

Indictments were found by the federal 
grand jury under section 3508 and the 
case was heard on demurrer, and Judge 
Jones took it under advisement. In oa 
lengthy opinion Judge Jones sustains the 
aemurrers and orders the case dismissed, 
The opinion concedes the right to form 
labor unions, but says it is not one of 
the rights conferred by the constitution 
of the United States. The judge says in 
conclusion. 

‘It would be a lesser evil to society to 
leave the wrong. unredressed than to 
usurp jurisdiction to punish the offense 
here. 

“The demurrer is sustained. This court 
has no jurisdiction, and the defendants 
are discharged, without delay.’

WENTZ BOD 


Question Discussed by People 
Where Dead Man Was Found, 


Believed That Raleigh, the Man 
Who Discovered the Body, Will 
Receive $5,000 — Brothers 
of Wentz On Way to Spot 
On Special Train. 


—, 


Bristol, Va., May 9.—The .body of E. 
L. Wentz, discovered in the mountains 
near Kelley View, Wise county, Virgin- 
ja, Sunday afternoon by Dave Raleigh, 
a miner employed at an operation at 
Blackwood, -Va., while hunting a jost 
cow, lies tonight identically as il was 
first seen, and around it stand a guard 
of twenty-five men, under command of 
Superintendent Arthur Foster, of the 
Osaka plant, of the Virginia Coal and 
Iron Company. The body, has not been 
disturbed in any way, and will not be 
until] tomorrow, when D. B. Wentz and 
J. L. Wentz, brothers of the dead man, 
arrive on the. scene. | 

They are en route tonight. in a specia 
train from Philadelphia. No inquest has 
been held, and will not be until. the 
brothers are on the scene. 

Upon making the ghastly discovery, 
Raleigh ran to Blackwood, a mining selt- 
tlement, a mile or more distant, and 
there first told of the fact to Bent Kil- 
gore, a police officer of that section. 

Kilgore communicated with J. F. Bul- 
litt, at Big Stone Gap, shortay before 
dark Sunday evening, and forthwith a 
party, headed by Mr. Bullitt, and car- 
Tying lanterns to aid them in their 
journey through the dark passes of the 
mountains, started for the scene, some 
12 miles distant. They arrived shortly 
after I! o’clock, and at once, stretching 
ropes around the body, inclosing it in 
a 30-foot square, placed a guard, which 
was not reli¢ved ‘until after daylight 
this morning. Ce 


As To The Reward.

Two of his front teeth are gore, 
presumably shot out, while holes, thought 
to be bullet holes, are found through the 
coat and vest just below the ribs on the 
left side.

To Prevent Typhoid and Cholera. 
_ The experts of the bureau of plant 
industry of the agricultural depart- 
ment have in preparation a bulletin 
which will be of the greatest interest 
to the medical profession throughout 
the world. This will contain formal 
announcement of the discovery of a 
method of ridding large reservoirs 
and other -water supplies of all im- 
purities, even including the deadly 
typhoid germ. 

For some time Dr. George T. Moore 
and his assistants have been making 
a study of typhoid fever and its 
causes. They now declare that it is 
entirely practical to quickly destroy 
algae in small lakes, ponds, storage 
reservoirs and other similar bodies 
of water by the use of extremely di- 
luted solutions of copper sulphate or 
metallic copper. They declare that 
these extremely dilute solutions (one 
to one hundred thousand) will also de- 
stroy the most virulent typhoid and 
cholera bacteria at ordinary temper- 
ature within three hours, solutions of 
copper much stronger than this being 
not at all injurious to men or other 
animals. 

These investigations were first taken 
up by the government experts with a 
view of discovering a method of de- 
stroying certain disagreeable though 
harmless impurities in water sup- 
plies. These disagreeable odors and 
tastes are due’ almost exclusively to 
algae, but heretofore the methods 
known for preventing or removing the 
odors and tastes resulting from these 
causes hate proved unsatisfactory. 
After a series of experiments it was 
found that copper sulphate, in a dilu- 
tion so great as to be practically odor- 
less and harmless to men, is sufficient 
to destroy these animalculae and pre- 
vent their reappearance. 

After citing these facts the bulletin 
in question goes on to declare that at 
ordinary temperature one part of cop- 
per sulphate to one hundred thousand 
parts of water destroys typhoid and 
cholera germs in from three to four 
hours. Continuing, these government 
experts say: 

The use of copper sulphate for the pre- 
vention of disease is regarded as inci- 
dental and is not designed in any Way to 
supplant efficient preventive Measures 
now in use. It. is believed, however, that 
up to this time no such satisfactory 
means of thoroughly, rapidly and cheap- 
ly sterilizing a reservoir has been known. 
Since the selective toxicity of copper sul- 
phate renders it fatal to pathogenic forms 
peculiar to water, while the saprophytic. 
or beneficial bacteria are umaffected, the 
method is particularly well adapted for 
this purpose. 

Definite knowledge in regard to what 
organisms are present, the constitution 
of the water, its temperature, and other 
important facts are necessary befote it. 
is possible to determine the proper 
amount of copper sulphate to be added. 
A microscopical examination thus be- 
comes as important as a bacteriological 
or chemical analysis. 

No rule for determining the amount of 
copper sulphate to be added can be given. 
Each body of water must be treated in 
the light of its special conditions. 

The cost of material for exterminating 
algae will not exceed 50 to 60 cents per 
million gallons and will usually be less. 
The destruction of pathogenic bacteria 
requires an expenditure of from $5 to $8 
per million gallons, not including the 
cost of labor. 

With regard to the possibilities of 
putting the discovery to practical use, 
they add that the methods proposed 
are not to take the place of, but sim- 
Diy to supplement, the standard meth- 
ods: of filtration and they urge the 
boiling of water for drinking purposes 
when taken from contaminated 
sources. 

Any plan of introducing the copper 
into the water will suffice which dis- 
tributes the copper thoroughly, though 
the method used by the department is 
described in this way: Place the re- 
quired number of pounds of copper 
sulphate in a coarse bag—gunny sack 
or some equally loose mesh—and, at- 
taching this to the stern of a row boat, 
near the surface of the water, row 
slowly back and forth over the reser- 
voir, on each trip keeping from ten to 
twenty feet from the path of the one 
previous. In this manner about one 
hundred pounds of copper sulphate 
can be distributed in one hour. The 
number of boats so employed can, of 
course, be increased in the case of 
very large reservoirs. 

These details are, naturally, chiefly 
c interest to scientists and physi- 
clans who may have occasion to put 
the new theory to practical test. 
There can be no limitation, however, 
to the importance attaching to the dis- 


covery of Dr. Moore and his associates 


if it will accomplish anything like the 
results they claim for it. The destruc- 
tion of the typboid and cholera germs 
would remove most serious menaces 
to health the world over. 


Georgia’s Troops at Manassas. 

If present plans materialize, the 

reorgia volunteer troops will receive 
this year the benefit of one of the 
most thorough and unique military ex- 
periences in the career of the organi- 
zation. The war department of the 
federal government will inaugurate 
the fall maneuvers of the regular 
army on September 5, next, on an un- 
usually gigantic scale at Manassas, 
Va., and the particivation of the vol- 
unteer guards of the various states 
has been invited. 

Neither the state nor the individual 
companies will incur any expense in 
connection with the undertaking. The 
goverment will defray all cost of trans. 
portation, provisions, etc., even to the 
forage required for the horses of the 
cavalry arm. Georgia’s quota has 
been placed at 1,500 men, but 1,000 in 
excess of that number have already 
signified a desire to make the trip. 
Both the artillery and cavalry 
branches of the service are enthu- 
siastic over the plan, and the state 
should be symmetrically represented 
by the cream of its militia.

The maneuvers, being con- 
aacted under the vigilant eyes of ex- 
pert army officers, together with the 
strict discipline enforced during the 
period of the drill, will give the “boys” 
a rea] taste of genuine army field life. 
Another strong factor will be the pres- 
ence of the regular army—those men 
trained to machinelike perfection by 
months and years of conscientious 
drill and hard service in the saddle 
and trenches. The moral effect of the 
example set by these professional! sol- 
diers on the young men whose oppor- 
tunities for acquiring tactical skill 
have not been nearly so plentiful, can 
not be otherwise than beneficial. 

The personne! of the Georgia troops 
is such as to profit by this experience 
and object lesson. The officers are 


‘capable and painstaking and the men 


intelligent, quick under tuition, and 
finely patriotic. At this particular 
time, moreover, both rank and file 
have attained an excellence of condi- 
tion which will augment the education- 
al value of the well-planned maneu- 
vers,

Nephew of Tyner, 


Morgan, of Birmingham, Tells How 
the Influence of Barrett Was 
Secured For a Bond Invest- 
ment Company — Five 
Hundred Paid Down.

Washington, May 9.—At the opening 
today of the Tyner and Barrett trial on 
charges: of conspiracy In the postoffice 
department, a supplemental statement 
of A. D. Easton, general manager of 
the Germania Investment Company, of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, was submitted, as also 
was a number o: letters which passed 
between Barrett and Easton pfr-or to 
the engagement of Barrett as Easton's 
attorney. 

George W. Morgan, formerly president 
of the Continental Security Redemption 
Company, of Birmingham, Ala., testified 
that he came here with his lawyer af- 
ter receiving the Barrett opinion on 
bond investment companies, to ascertain 
whether the contract of his company 
was in accordance with law, and if nut 
what steps were necessary to make it so. 
The witness stated that he met Mr. Bar- 
rett the day he arrived and the ques- 
tion of employment of Mr, Barrett as 
attorney for the company was discussed. 
Mr. Morgan said Mr. Barrett told him 
he could not accept a position until Jan- 
uary I, 1901, when he would be free from 
his department work. On January 7 
a contract for $500 and $50 a month 
was entered into by which Mr. Bar- 
rett became the attorney for the com- 
pany. A letter which Mr. Barrett wrote 
to Colonel Tanner, general counsel for 
Mr. Morgan's -company, was offered as 
evidence in this matter. Mr. Barrett 
said there would be no trouble in, get- 
ting a satisfactory contract for his come 
pany through the postoffice department. 
He said the bond investment business 
had ‘‘a great future.”’ 

Colonel Tanner answered and said: 

*T fully agree with you as to the bright 
future for bond investment ‘companies 
and trust you will be able to feather 
your nest out of some of them.” 

Mr. Conrad, counsel for the. govern- 
ment, asked witness who made the first 
proposal that Mr. Barrett be employed 
as counsel. Mr. Morgan said it was his 
impression that the suggestion came 
from Colonel Tanner. 

C. T. Rudolph, of Birmingham, Ala., 
who was appointed receiver for Mor- 
gan’s company in October, 1902, testi- 
fied to finding one of Mr. Barrett's 
partnership announcement cards among 
the papers of the company. 

A. Smith Bowman, formerly secietary 
and treasurer of the Southern Mufual 
Investment Company, said he had re- 
ceived one of the MBarrett-Nelms an- 
nouncement cards, but was under the im- 
pression it was sent by Mr. Nelms and 
not by Mr. Barrett. 

Mr. Bowman resumed the stand at the 
afternoon session and told of a visit to 
Washington after the isiemance of the 
Barrett opinion for the purpose of de- 
ciding what steps were necessary to make 
the company’s certificates conform to the 
department's views.

Ci§cago, May 9.—Anticipations of a 
bullish. government crop report were an 
unusual factor in causing strength in 
Wheat today. The market closed well to- 
ward the top prices of teh day, July be- 
ingfi up%s@tec. Corn is %c higher, oats are 
off a fraction and provisions from 24%4@ 
10ec higher. 

With easier cables, heavy world’s ship- 
ments and a large increase in the amount 
of passage, wheat opened at a decline 
from Saturday’s ciose, July being down 
U4@ ec at 85%@85%c. Early in the. day 
the market was dominated by the bearish 
foreign situation, ‘ne attention vi pit 
traders being diverted tewporarily from 
vae bullish conditions in America. There 
was considerable long: wheat offered for 
sale, but the qemana was comparatively 
light. July sold off to 85%c. As tne session 
aauvancea the domestic situation forced 
itself more prominently upon the minds 
of traders and as damage reports were 
still being received, sentiment changéd. 
A report of a local crop export also nad 
a strengthening influence. According to 
this autnority ua large acreage of wneat 
had been placed up in Oklahomm and the 
Ohio valley. Prospects of a bullish gov- 
ernm@nt report tomorrow started liber- 
al covering by shorts which «esulted in 
a quick rally. A fair cash demand and the 
fact that about half the flour mills in 
Minneapolis had resumed operation were 
additional stimulants. The market con- 
tinued strong the remainder of the day, 
closing near the top. Selling at 861<86%c, 
July closed at 86%c. Clearances equaied 
149,900 bushels. The amount on -passage 
increased 3,016,000, while the visible sup- 
ply showed a decrease of 664,000 bushels. 
Primury receipts were 198,800 bushels, 
against 408,800 a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported [58 cars, 
against 162 last week and 250 a year 
ago. 

During the early session corn sympa- 
thized with the weakness in wheat. Pit 
traders appeared to be in doubt as to the 
proper course to pursue and trading was 
light. Later when the visible supply fig- 
ures were announced, showing a large 
decrease considering the fact that navi- 
gation has not opened, the local crowd 
became quite active buyers resulting in 
a firm tone.

Compared with the crop movement last 
year Texas, including Indian Territory, 
has brought into sight this season in 
round figures 3,00 bales less, other gulf 
states, which include Arkamnsas, Louisi- 
ana.
